AL second 
took at the problem, however, 
indicates that the fault may 
Ne more with ourselves and 
the way we fo about things 
than with the tempo of modern 
fe,

unnecessary straln = — either - 
Physical or  mental—-and 50 
rontribute to our general feol- 
ing of fatinue, 


Improper Lighting 

For example, working condl- 
tlons may not be quite rimht. 
Tnvulielent Hyeht, too much 
noise, or Jack of fresh alr may 
al) bring on “that tired feeling’. 
before the end of the dy, A 
Uttle adjustment would — prob- 
ably make a big difference, The 
name thing Is true of working 
in a cramped or improper 
position, or wearlng the wronk 
sort of clothing. Too tiyht 
shoes, clothing that is too warm 
or not warm cnourh, may the 
terfere with natural activilles, 

Of course, na great dent of 
excercise will cause a feeling of 
tiredness. Many housewives 
complnin of fatigue offer 4 
day's housework. In mony in- 
xtances, thts may ve due to the 
fact that they have not ar- 
ranged thelr work properly co 
tsey dona lot of unnecessary 
walking. 

Many persons who are over- 
weight constantly — feel tired, 
The excess weight puts an extra 
burden on the heart, blood 
vessels, Kidneys, and other 
structures im the body, Eliminn- 
tion of the — overwelght usually 
produces a feeling of visor in 
these cases, 


Periods of Rost 

Many persons have found thor 
r periods during work help 10 
set rid of fatigue. During 
muscular activity, certain sub- 
tances are formed in the body, . 
uch as lactic acid, When this 
material is formed more rapidly 
than Jt can be eliminated by 
the body, fatigue results, During 
the rest period, the body Js 
given the chance to eliminate 
the lactic neid. 

Emotional strain Is also re- 
sponsible for a feeling of tired~ 
ness, 


However, the person who 
nets onough sicep, rest and ree 
taxation, «should not suffer 
from kebitunl fatigue tnless 
he also has some physteal dis., 
order. Thus, the person who (s 
‘always tired” 1s {n need of 
careful study to determine 
just what fnetorn are respon- 
sible, ,

A NAAFI official sald; “After 
the volunteers have been 
medically examined and docue 
mented, they will be sent to the 
Middle East, where they will 
be kep 2 mobile force ready 
to se to Koren as soon as the 
military situation permits.”
